Oppose Early 


Dissolution 
Of House 


The seemingly casual refer- 
ence to Diet dissolution made 
by Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi Friday drew prompt reac- 
tlons from two dominant poll- 
tical and business figures yes- 
terday. 

Both expressed opposition to 
early dissolution of the House 
of Representatives. 

At. his first press conference 
of the year at Kuwana near Na- 
goya, Kishi had said he would 
“make up his mind” on the 
Lower House dissolution issue 
“by Jan. 20 to 25.” 

Commenting on Kishi's re- 
ference, Economic Pianning 
Agency Director Ichiro Kono 
hastily denied yesterday that 
the Diet would be dissolved in 
the near future. If a general 
election is to be held, it should 
await the Diet passage of the 
budget bills, Kono said. 

Meeting the press at Futami 
in the course of his New Year 
pilgrimage to the Grand Shrines 
at Ise, the “strong man” of the 
Kishi Cabinet asserted that .in 
view of the pressing economic 
problems confronting the nation 
at present, no “political vacuum” 
should be permitted to deve- 
lop even for a moment at this 
time, He said he believed the 
Socialists also concurred in this 
opinion. 

Kono said if a general elec- 
tion was to be held, it should 
be held at a time when it would 
not affect the national admin- 
istration and when it is most 
suitable for the. public’s con- 
venience such as a slack season 
for farmers, 

Kono said the Kishi Cabinet 
wanted to hold a general elec- 
tion, at a time when both the 
voting public and. the Opposi- 
tion party would welcome it— 
that is, after the budget bills 


and other key legislative oe 


ms have been 

t. He denied that there mens 
any difference of view on this 
matter between himself and the 
Prime Minister. 


Opposition to early Diet dis- 
solution also came from Tuaizo 
ishizaka, president of the Fed- 
eration of Economic Organiza 
tions. 

In the first official expression 
of his views, the business leader 
said Japan’s business circles 
would receive only adverse 
effects from dissolution of the 
Diet at the present stage. Ishi 
zaka said that if the Prime Min 
ister wanted to Hold a .ew 
general . election, he should 
reshuffle his Cabinet and an 
nounce a new policy in order 
to sound out the public’s reac 
tion. 


Ishizaka called upon the Gov 
ernment to get the fiscal 1958 
budget program approved by 
the Diet to insure orderly busi- 
ness activities for the rest of the 
year. He said he saw no reason 
for a Diet dissolution under the 
present circumstances, adding 
that a. general election wouid 
cost the business world “hun 
dreds of -millions of yen” ip 
political contributions. 

Meanwhile, Shuji Masutani, 
speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives indicated yesterday 
that it was stil “uncertain” 
whether the Diet would be dis 
solved this month. 

- Arriving in Kanazawa yester- 
day morning to attend a New 
Year rally of a local chapter of 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party, Masutani told the press 
it was mot certain that the Diet 
would be dissolved in January, 
as Was being rumored.

He told the newspaper Keng 
Po the firms are Hapag BKP of 
West Germany; Tokyo Sempaku 
of Japan; Blue Funnel Line of 
Britain, Isthmian Line of United 
States and companies in Poland 
and Yugoslavia. 

Nazir said that Hapag and To 
kyo Sempaku began operations 
in Indonesia 10 days ago. 

He was quoted as saying that 
26 Japanese vessels, arranged 
under a special charter deal, 
were expected to arrive here by 
the end of January in order to 
Start operations in February. 

He predicted that by the end 
of March Indonesian interisland 
shipping, disrupted after the 
takeover of the Dutch KPM 
Line, would be back to normal. 

Keng Po quoted Nazir as say- 
ing that if Japanese shipowners 
asked too high an expense fee, 
the Government would  con- 
sider offers from West Germany, 
which has 100,000 tons of ship- 
ping available; from Denmark, 
which has 15,000 tons available, 
and from Poland and Yugo- 
slavia,. 

The Government's Monetary 
Board has approved allocation 
of money to pay for the charter 
of Japanese ships, Nazir said. 

Harlier, the Shipping Minister 
announced that ships Indonesia 
is buying outright from foreign 
countries will be paid for par- 
tially with money loaned under 
the U.S/ aid program.

European Allies Press

Russians Say 
Syrian Crisis 
Has Abated 


MOSCOW (INS)—Soviet De- 
puty Premier Anastas I. Miko- 
yan said Friday the Syria 
crisis, which once threaten 
to explode into war, can be con- 
sidered officially over. 

At a Burmese Embassy re- 
ception Mikoyan was asked 
whether Marshal Konstantin 
K. Rokeossovsky's transfer back 
to Moscow from the Turkish 
frontier region means the-end 
of the Syrian crisis. 

“You are quite right,” Miko 
yan said. “You have wunder- 
stood this move very well. 
This is exactly what it means.” 

Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
agreed with Mikoyan and 
added: 

“It is evident that tension In 
the Middie East has consider- 
ably abated. You can see for 
yourself that thefe is a general 
atmosphere of relaxation, in 
the .Middle East and through- 
out the world.” 

The Government announced 
Thursday that Rokossovsky 
would resume his Moscow post 
as deputy defense minister, 

The Premier and Burmese 
Ambassador U Kyin joasted the 
“close friendship” between Bur- 
ma and the Soviet Union, At the 
head of the reception .hall the 
Burmese and Soviet flags hung 
seam to seam.

America Village in Wakayama 


By KENJI ARAI 


WAKAYAMA—The hamlet of 
Mio on the southern tip of this 
prefecture is a 110 per cent 
Japanese community, but it is 
called America Mura (village). 
The reason: For 72 years it has 
been a source of mass emigra- 
tion to North America. 


The 400family community is 
half-agricultural and  half-fish- 
ing, but it can ill subsist on 
either Industry. it has an ara- 
bie land of. 98 acres, already 
fully cultivated. Its fishing 
ground yields limited catches be- 
cause its waters are often pol- 
luted by foreign matter. 

But the majority of Mio's 
populace live comfortably—on 
remittances from second and 
third-generation emigrants to 
Canada and the United States. 

America Village’s way of life 
is Americanized. To begin with, 
you'll be surprised that the 
houses are unusually spacious, 
Some are Canadian-style dwel- 
lings, apparently-old. Some are 
new brick houses painted In red 
anc blue. At first glance Amer- 
ica Village looks like a Western 
town such as you see in an 
American movie, 

There are also a modern, 
well-appointed and neat-looking 
rimary school-building, culture 
all (named Canada Hall) and 
teample—ali recently built with 
donations. from  settiers in 
Canada. Few, if any, Japanese 
agrarian communities can afford 
buildings half as good. 

Houses in America Village are 
designed in American _ style, 
complete with’ flush toilets and 
living room-kitchens or clean, 


electrified and well-equipped 
— places. 
Nearly every young man and 


woman of Mio emigrates to 
Canada or the United States. 
America Village is largely a 
village of ‘retired folk over. 60 
years old who have come back 
after many years in North 


* America. 


Few Japanese old folk spend 
so much money to enjoy them- 
selves as do the aged in Mio. 
They eat well, drink a lot and 
often organize amateur shows 
performed by local talent, For 
one reason, the remote hamlet 
has no public entertainment 
facilities. 

Says an aged villager: “I don't 
have to work for money because 
I get monthly remittances from 
Canada for my living expenses. 
I work just to keep healthy 
enough to take care of our an- 
cestral graye.”

An unusually cold wave was 
registered yesterday morning 
throughout Japat,with mer 
eury dropping fromS.4 to 1248 
F. below the postwar . yearly

The Suwa weather station In 
Nagano Prefecture reported 
‘an all-time record Jow of 1.93 
below zerd ~ 

In Tokyo, the. thermometer 
read- 29.1 F., 3.6 degrees lower 
than usual and lowest so far 
this- winter. The year’s new 
low was also feported from 
many spots, especially in Hok- 
kaido, where the average mer 
cury reading was from 5.4 to 
16.2 degrees below normal. 

Temperatures of 5.4 to 7.2 
degrees lower than normal were 
also reported from various parts 
of west Japan with Osaka re 
cording 244 F. 

Slight snowfall sprinkled 
the usually warm southern 
coastal regions of Wakayama 
and Kochi prefectures, 

In Tottori, the temperature 
dropped to 24 F., the lowest ever 
since. a meteorological station 
was established there in 1943. 

Mountains of northern and 
central Kyushu were reported 
covered with snow. 

In Kumamoto, the mercury 
fell to 24.8 F. or the lowest this 
winter.

The Bunraku-Miteuwa Troupe, 
a Bunraku doll theater troupe 


from Osaka, will be making a » 


short run at the Mitsukoshi 
Theater from Jan. 7 through 
Jah. 17 from 12 naon daily, 
offering Tokyoites another 
brief chance to enjoy the fas- 
cinating artisiry of Japari’s 
traditional doll drama. 


Heavily dramatic rendering 
of the narrative by the 
“gidayu"’ singers, and the harsh 
rythmic strumming of the 
heavystringed samisen, Ccoin- 
bine with the superbly coordi- 
nated and eloquent movements 
of the dolls in the hands of 
thelr three handlers, © make 
the Bunraku one of the Japa- 
nese theater's most fascinating 
genres. 

Monjuro Kiritake, chief doll 
handier of the Milsuwa Troupe, 
is ome of the leading. handlers 
of female dolis in Japan today, 
regarded as second only to aged 
veteran handler, Bungoro Yo 
ahida. 

A of five plays and 
dances wlil be presemted by the 
troupe. A brief summary of 
each follows, as English pro 
grams will probably not be 
available for the performance: 

1. “Ninin Kamvuro”: A dance 
number of which the “kamuro” 
or child geisha; makes her ap- 
peerance. This dance is entire- 
iy appropriate to the season, 
with the scene laid before 4 
prosperous geisha house de- 
corated with New Year pine 
decorations. “Kamuro, 
dressed in her New Year finery, 
cotmes out to play coyly with 
her battiedore amd shuttlieouck, 

ettish and eharming, In 
“Ninin Kamuro,” two such lt 
tle girls will be seen. 

2 “Oshun-Denbel”: Denbei 
was forced by circumstances to 
kill a man and then flee. His 
sweetheart Oshun and he had 
peen pledged to union for life 
and death; and now her mother 
and brother Yojiro are worried 
for fear Denbei will come to 
urge Oshun to take the death 
journey with him. As feared, 
Denbei comes. Although Yojiro 
tries tq prevent their love-death 
pact, he is touched by Oshun's 
obvious love and loyaity to Den- 
bel, and is finally forced to give 
in to the wishes of the two. As 
a farewell gesture, he has his 
pet monkey, with which he 
makes his living, perform its 
group of intriguing tricks for 
the pair of unhappy lovers. 

3. “Ehon Taiko Ki": The re 
bel Mitsuhide has succeeded in 
killing the shogun ruler, but 
now he himeeif is facing defeat 
at the hands of Hisayosni, loyal 
shogunate retainer. Hisayoshi 
is hiding In disguise at the home 
of Mitsuhides mother; and 
Mitsuhide comes to kill him 
there. However, he kills his 
own mother by mistake. 

Meanwhile, his son Jujiro, 
mortally wounded, runs back 
from battle to report the cruah- 
ing defeat of his father’s forces, 
and dies in the arms of his be- 
trothed, Hatsugiku.

agoemon pasves by along the 
snow-covered path, siips and 
falig down, Umegawa runs out 
to aid him. Magvoemon suspects 
that this is his daughter-in-law, 
although he does not know her 
by siga; and indirectly hints 
that he canaot meet Chubei be- 
cause .f he doea so, he would 
be obliged to turn hint over to 
the police.

In Taking Pulse, Respiration

This is the third of five articles 
on simple, basic home nursing care.

Cering for a person who is 
iil-is a challenge of developing 
SKilis. You also know you are 
Making @ person more comfort- 


able by your amateur, but ef- 
ficient, efforts. 
Taking pulse and respiration 


require Ume and practice wo be 
accurate. And you may find 


yourse counting seconds on 
the ciock instead of the 
patient's heart beat if you aren’ 
careful. 

And what is this pulse you 
count? -With each heart beat, 
blood is pumped through blood 
vessels that go to all parts of 
the body. Like thin rubber 
tubing, these blood vessels 
stretch and shrink. 

When the heart pumps, the 
Walls of the tubing stretch out 
and let the blood through. Be- 
tween beats, when the heart is 
not pumping, they ahrink back 
the way they were before. 

And a certain points on the 
body, this stretching and 
shrinking back into piace can 
be felt under your fingers. 

Tht easiest place to feel 
pulse is at the wrist. You 


and paper and pencil to record 
the findings. When taking a 
pulse, you must report: (1) rate 
—the number of pulse beats 
there are each minute, and (2) 
rhytim-—the regularity of the 
pulse beats. 

By regularity, we mean 
whether the length of time be- 
tween each beat is the same, 
like the ticking of the clock or 
the dripping of a water faucet. 
Or is the beat irreghlar like 
the sound of a person's heels 
as he runs a few steps, then 
stands still, then walks or runs 
again? 

The patient should be com- 
fortable, relaxed, sitting or ly- 
ing down when you take his 
puise. And he“should not be 
smoking. 

To locate the pulse, place 
your first two fingers along the 
edge of the patient's thumb. 
Siide your fingers down, 
straight until your fingers fall 


need a clock with a second hand 


in a little “valley” on the inside 
of the wrist. Press lightly here 
until you can feel the beating. 
Never uSe your thumb to take 

pulse because you have a 
pulse in your thumb and you 
may confuse your pulse with 
that of the patient. 

Count a pulse for one min- 
ute using a second hand. it 
saves confusion to begin count- 
ing when the second hand is 
at - G. 

Y¥ may count seconds in- 
stead of pulse if you watch the 
clock constantly. So look 
away occasionally. Note 


—_— — 


whether the pulse is regular 
or irregular and record imme 
diately. 

You may count a person's 
respiration by watching the 

tient’s chest rise or fall as he 

athes in and out, or feel it 
rise with a hand on his chest. 
One respiration includes 
breathing in and out once. 

The trick here is to count 
without the patient knowing it. 
it may be the “ham” coming 
out, but most persons can’t 
breathe naturally when they 
know they are watched. 

While counting respiration 
also notice whether the person 
breathes easily or works hard 
to get his breath. This is call- 
éd “labored” respiration. If 
his breathing is nolsy or irreg- 
ular, record this, too. 

As when taking the pulse, the 
patient should be -relaxed, 
either’ lying down or sitting.

NEW YORK (AP)—A 
special Major League ter- 
ritory and franchise ¢com- 
mittee has recommended 
that any community with a 
two million population 
within the city limits 
should be eligible for a sec- 
ond Major League club, 


The four-man committee, at a 
4% hour meeting Friday in 
Commissioner Ford Frick's of- 
fice, also recommended @ revi- 
sion of the present rule which 
permits the inclusion of any city 
in the other circuk only by 
unanimous consent of the clube 
in both leagues, 

Under the committee’s recom- 
mendation, any Major League 
club desiring to transfer to any 
big league area with a two mil- 
lion population would have to 
obtain the consent only from its 
own league. 


Thus, if the Majors accept the 
committee’s recommendation at 
their meeting here on Jan. 25, 
the National League, ff KR so 
wished! could move inte such 
cities as New York and Detroit. 
On the other hand, the 
American League could, under 
the same Conditions, move into 
Los Angeles and Philadelphia.

Red Bloc Outspends U.S. 
In Aid to Small Nations 


WASHINGTON {INS)-—The 
U.S, State Department said Fri- 
day the Soviets are oulsperdiag 
the United States almost two to 
one in economic aid, almea at 
swinging underprivileged coun- 
tries into t#® Russian orbit, 

The department made public 
a study of the “Soviet bine eco- 
nomic offensive in less deyveiop- 


ed areas,” stating that Rusia 
and its partners have spent 
$1,900 million since 1954 com. 


pared to approximately $1,000 
million by the U.S. 


State Department officials de- 
scribed the Soviets’ entry into 
the economic field as “a kind 
of economic Sputnik to show 
the world that a country that 
once was backward is now able 
to give aid to countries still 
underprivileged.” 

The study sald the Red 
Strategy is “not motivated hy 
any altruistic desire to aid eco- 
nomic progress ... they look 
upon aid as an investment to 
secure changes In the Soviet 
interest, hoping to influence 
recipient’ countries to adopt or 
maintain policies consistent 
with Soviet objectives.” 

The Russian aid program is 
designed on a pattern of long- 
term loans, averaging 12 years 
in length, coupled with a low 
rate of 2% per cent interest. 


The State Department said 
that the Soviet economic 
penetration is going on in 19 un- 
derprivileged countries, but is 
mainly concentrated in only six 
~-Yugosiavia, Afghanistan, In- 
dia. Indonesia, Egypt, and 
Syria. 

Officials said that at the same 
time Russia has greatly stepped 
up its over-all military and eco- 
nomic aid to satellite countries. 

The US. is still deading Rus- 
sia in the amount of milXary 
and economic aid to its allies but 
Officiais pointed out that the 
greater portion of U: 
been in the military field end 
in maintenance of defense forces 
in other lands such as Turkey 
and Korea. 


These figures showed that in 
the past two years the total 
U.S. foreign aid has been some. 
thing over $4,000 million com- 
ig to $3,000 million by Rus- 
sia 


Officials said the Soviet Union 
has given evidence that it plans 
to step up its economic offen- 
sive. it said an illustration is 
the recent $170 million econo- 
mic aid agreement with Syria 
and a promise of $230 million 
for Egyptian economic develop- 
ment in addition to large-scale 
military aid already provided. 


The study papers said “even 
countries allied with the West 
have been continuing targets 
for attractive blee offers, the 
most notable cases being Lran, 
Turkey and Iceland... . increasing 
Soviet attention is also being 
directed to the newly independ- 
ent countries of Africa.”

India-USSR 
Trade Pact 
Extended 


NEW DELHI (Kyodo 
Reuter)—A five-year trade 
agreement between India 
Russia, signed in 1953, has been 
extended by one year, it was 
officially announced here Fri- 
day. 

Under the new lease of the 
agreement, zinc and ammonium 
sulphate have been added to 
the list of commodities available 
for import into India from the 
Soviet Union. 


The list of exports from India 
has also been expanded to in- 
clude coir products, dyeing and 


tanning su ces, woolen 
carpets, woo hosiery and 
fabrics. 


India also exports tea, jute 
manufactures, raw wool, coffee, 
spices, shellac, hides, skins, 
cashew-nuts, mica, unmanufac- 
tured tobacco, footwear, fruits 
and vegetabies. 

Chief imports from Russia 
sre iron and steel manufac- 
tures, metals other than iron and 
steel, mining equipment, heavy 
electrical plants, textile mach- 
inery, machine tools and ball 
and roller bearings. 

The volume of Indo-Soviet 
trade has multiplied almost 30- 
fold since 1953 and totaled 
324,000,000 rupees last year.

+ In-order that the eradication of this evil may not re- 
main another empty promise, however, the Government 
must exert sincere efforts for greater productivity, for the 


accumulation of wealth is the first prerequisite. 


And this, 


in turn, requires scientific and technical development on 
which it is to be based, Here we see again that poverty 
of statesmanship is the cause of poverty in economics. 
The year’ 1957 was the year for the establishment of the 
Kishi Administration. it is sincerely hoped that the coming

Ultimate Conclusion 

It would be too hasty to con- 
clude that Russia has made 
rapid progress in all things be- 
cause of these successes. * In 
other words, the question is 
whether or not the Soviet devel- 
opment is well-balanced, 

The ultimate conclusion is that 
we are apt to forget that the 
Soviet scientific camp is under 
a wartime organization. On the 
contrary, that of the United 
States is on a peacetime footing, 
entrusted with free studies. But 
given a spur, it will assume 
great strength, which fact. is 
alsd overiooked. The race has 
just started, The runners are 
now at a point about 100 meters 
after the start of a 1,500-meter 
race. 

Another fact we must not 
overlook is that behind the

the mountain, 

Piaying and running around 
outdoors, children all over the 
country merrily sing “Osamu- 
kosamu”™ (how it is cold) on 
Winter days. The song varies 
anecording to districts, but most 
of them begin with the words 
“Osamu Kosamu” and tell about 
little children flying down from 
the mountain. 


“Osarmu-kosamu yamakara ko- 
zo-ga  tondekita, Samuito § itte 
tondekita. Chawan-no kakerade 
atama kokkiri hatte yare.” (How 
cold! From the mountain came 
a child fivying down. He came 
saying it was cold, Give him a 
beating with a broken teacup on 
his head), sing children in the 
Tokyo area. It warns that 
children who admit being cold 
should be punished. 

There is no pity expressed 
for children crying because it 
is cold, Tochigi children sing 
“Osamu-kosamu. Yamakara ko- 
zo-ga naitekita. Ichimai hanten 
kashitekure. Omaeni Kasumono 
monomo nai, Kusakari kago 
demo shotte kina.” (How cold, 
From the mountain came a 
child erying, Lend me a Coat, 
he says. Nothing to lend you. 
You had better come shoulder- 
ing a hay carrying basket), 

Nagano district is known for 
its extreme cold winter and 
children there admit the coid- 
ness of the season, “Osamu-ko- 
samu, fuyu-no kaze, Nezumi-no 
anaedemo hairitai.” (How cold, 
the winter wind, Feel like going 
into even a rat hole). 


On cold days all wish to eat 
something hot. This feeling is 
expressed in the song commonly 
sung by children in the Kuma- 
moto district. 


“Aa-samu-kosamusa, Kosamu- 
ga ieitariya.

WASHINGTON — Whether 
the U.S, can offset Russia's 
initial advantage in space 
by achieving manned space 
flight in the next few years is 
one of the major questions pols 
et over the Pentagon as | 
begins. 

Official sources believe exten- 
sive changes in organization and 
attitude are necessary j: Aner 
ica is to accomplish a specta- 
calar recovery in this vital field, 
Aamittedly, the Soviet with 
their Sputniks already aloft 
have a long lead in space pro 
jects. 

And there are still no precise 
answers to why there was 80 
little foreknowledge or initial re- 
cognition in Washington of the 
earth satellite situation, or why 
many of its consequences are 
not yet accepted, 

Only after Sputnik I had 
evoked banner headlines three 
days in a row did the Pentagon 
begin to have an idea of the 
sweeping nature of the Soviet 
propaganda triumph. And right 
up to the end of the year, the 
“no military significance” theme 
has continued to be the most 
prominent feature of official 
pronouncements, 

The truth is that a battered, 
incredulous U.S. military estab 
lishment is still peering groggily 
at the satellite wreckage and 
asking “What happenea?” The 
effects stemming from _ this 
downgraded project are difficult 
for the military to believe, 


Military Purpose 

Strict military purpose in war 
is to kill as many of the enemy 
as possible, and in peace to 
prepare to kill as many as pos- 
sible, 

What has the Russians’ be- 
ing first into space to do with 
this? Plenty eventually, no 
doubt. But in an effort to 
understand the opposite point 
of view it might be conceded 
there is no immediate signifi- 
cance—except that the Soviets 
launched satellites large enough 
to prove they have an_ inter- 
continental ballistic missile that 
can lob H-bomb warheads into 
American cities, 

In preSpuinik times, US. 
radar located in Turkey already 
had spotted two Soviet missiles 
that, from their speeds and the 
start of their trajectories, hed 
to travel more than 4,000 milea. 

So even though there was a 
show of disbelief in various 
quarters when the Russians an- 
nounced on Aug. 26 that they 
had successfully tested an ICBM, 
it is hard to believe there could 
have been any inside doubt. 

At that time in August the 
mighty, 90-foot U.S, Atlas ICBM 
was standing on its pad at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. .One attempt to 
launch the Atlas into the skies 
had already failed, and another 
would fail on Sept. 25, but the 
difficulties were technical and 
eventually on Dec. 17 the Atlas 
roared aloft in a successful if 
partial test. 

The Sputniks proved that the 
Russian ICBM is larger and can 
carry a heavier warhead, but 
any hydrogen explosion is so 
large the U.S. has quit trying 
for size. The real question is 
whose missile is more accurate. 

That at least was the military 
point of view, although the only 
official comment available on the 
subject is that U.S. long-range 
missile accuracy, which the Rus- 
Sians must at least have ap- 
proached, is much greater than 
is needed. 


A great deal of information 
had been put out by the Navy's 
project Vanguard about the ex- 
treme precision that would be 
necessary to place a satellite 
in orbit. After the Russians ac- 
complished the feat, it turned 
out in the words of the Penta- 
gon that this was accuracy of 
only the grossest kind. 


A military missile must be 
at least 10 times more sensi- 
tive. The allowable angular er- 
ror for a satellite is one de- 
gree; for the weapon this is 
less than a tenth of a degree. 

A certain error—excess speed 
-—is deliberately built into a 
satellite launcher as a_ safety 
margin. This has no effect ex- 
cept to make the orm®t more 
elliptical, and at the same time 
lessens the danger of the op- 
posite error, too little speed, 
which would mean complete 
failure. 

So the “no military signifi- 
cance” theme where accuracy 
is coneerned is based on the 
fact that the Sputniks did not 
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prove anything; or rather did 
not prove everything. In other 
words it is still possible to spe- 
culate about who is ahead. 

The <Army’s Dr. Wernher 
yon Braun touched the heart 
of the matter when he told Con- 
gress that if the U.S. would 
energetically pursue the con- 
quest of. space the country 
would find that missiles in. 
abundance were being created 
as a by-product. 

Not Bold Program 

The U.S. satellite project was. 
not pianned boldly or whole. 
heartedly. President Eisenhowcr. 
could scarcely be blamed, unless 
it is thought that the President 
should have kept a running 
check and countermanded his 
principal subordinates. Eisen- 
hower in 1955 gave the satellite 
program the biggest send-off he 
could arrange, and with no help 
from Congress in effect wrote a 
blank check to cover all #x- 
penses, 

Much of the blame could be 
placed on security ideas, of high- 
ly dubious value, that haye 
plagufd America for years with- 
out demonstrably bothering the 
‘Russians in the least. | 

The actual effect of security 
was that military rockets, with 
no public discussion of the Issue, 
were banned from serving as 
moon launchers. 

America consequently wound 
up with a satellite program that 
was the most expensivé that 
could have been devised-—-$1i0 
million and that would attempt 
moon launchings with a focket 
in a very early experimental 
stage. " 

In Space Field 

The explosive failure of the 
first U.S. satellite rocket at 
Cape Canaveral Dec. 6 is easily 
understood in that context, ~ 

Of course, the impression 
whith concentration on troubie 
may generate, that America 1s 
behind in everything, is wrong. 

The Soviets have bullt no nu- 
clear submarines, no . “air- 
breathing” missilés, no  air- 
craft carriers, and no -world- 
wide system of military bases, 
Despite reports, they ‘have 
not matched the U.S. Strategic 
bombing fleet. ° 

The great trouble undoubted« 
ly is in the space field, Defense 
Secretary Neil H. McElroy gave 
evidence of fully reeognizing 
this in his decision to set*wp an 
operating Defense Department 
Agency, the only one of its 
Kind, to handle space projects. 

Most experts think that Rus- 
sians will launch a manned 
satellite within five years or less, 
and that the U.S. could at least 
come close to matching their 
timetable. The question is 
«whether the mistakes of the 
Vanguard project will be re 
peated in achieving this second 
milestone in space,
